“Whether  you  like  the  seniority 
system  or  not  ...  it  exists.”  He  added 
that  Moss  had  “grown  in  stature”  until 
he  now  occupies  the  number  two 
position  in  the  senate. 

Gov.  Rampton  said  that  while  he 
didn’t  know  the  Republican  candidate 
or  his  qualifications,  he  felt  it  would  be 
a  mistake  for  the  state  not  to  have  a 
representative  who  would  be  in

Campaigning  in  key  industrial  states. 
President  Ford  sought  to  demonstrate 
his  leadership  in  nuclear  policy 
Thursday  while  Jimmy  Carter 
attempted  to  persuade,  but  not 
promise,  voters  that  their  taxes  would 
be  lower  if  he  is  elected. 

Ford,  campaigning  in  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  unveiled  plans  for  an 
international  effort  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  nuclear  weapons.  He  coupled 
his  proposals  with  a  promise  that 
construction  of  uranium  enrichment 
facilities  in  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  would 
begin  early  next  year  and  would  mean 
6,000  new  jobs. 

Carter  told  a  rally  in  Cleveland  he 
cannot  promise  a  substantial  tax 
reduction  that  a  day  earlier  he  had 
declared  would  be  the  “almost 
inevitable”  result  of  his  economic 
policies  after  four  years  in  the  White 
House.  The  Democratic  candidate  said 
that  with  a  good  rate  of  economic 
growth  and  lowered  inflation  and 
unemployment  “perhaps”  there  could 
be  “some  tax  cuts.” 

He  added,  “I  am  very  careful  not  to 
promise  that  for  sure.” 

Ohio  with  25  electoral  votes  is 
believed  to  be  leaning  slightly  toward 
Carter,  although  both  sides  say  the  race 
is  tight.

It  was  part  of  a  continuing  note  of 
GOP  optimism. 

Aboard  Air  Force  One,  White  House 
chief  of  staff  Richard  B.  Cheney 
contended  that  Ford’s  campaign  has 
made  such  inroads  in  the  Deep  South 
that  the  President  may  need  to  carry 
only  four  of  the  eight  most  populous 
industrial  states. 

Cheney  said  the  President  and  his 
strategists  originally  had  thought  he 
would  have  to  carry  at  least  five  of  the 
eight”  —  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Illinois, 
Texas  and  California.  But  Cheney  said 
Republican  polls  indicate  Ford’s 
prospects  in  the  South  look  promising 
in  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Virginia, 
North  and  South  Carolina  and  Texas. 

As  a  result,  Cheney  said,  the 
President  now  might  need  to  carry  only 
four  of  the  “big  eight”  —  but  he  didn’t 
say  which  four.  Ford  has  made  strong 
gains  in  voter  preference  polls  in 
California,  whose  45  electoral  votes 
give  it  the  biggest  clout  of  any  state. 
The  latest  California  poll  shows  the 
President  one  percentage  point  ahead 
of  Carter  after  trailing  by  20  points 
two  months  ago. 

But  Democratic  leaders  there  are 
claiming  “it’s  all  coming  together”  now 
in  the  Carter  campaign  in  California. 
Democrats  outnumber  Republicans  by 


about  2.1  million  in  the  state  following 
a  registration  drive  that  signed  up  three 
new  Democrats  for  every  new 
Republican. 

Ford  told  newspaper  editors  last 
week  that  “California  is  the  real  key 
state  in  any  realistic  combination.” 
Carter  underscored  the  importance  of 
California  by  planning  to  spend  the 
final  day  of  his  two-year-long  campaign 
at  get-out-the-vote  rallies  in  that  state. 

Democratic  vice  presidential 
candidate  Walter  F.  Mondale  took  the 
day  off  before  embarking  on  a  final 
campaign  swing  through  eight  states 
beginning  Friday.  Mondale  plans  to 
concentrate  heavily  on  Midwestern  and 
Eastern  states  with  six  stops  scheduled 
in  Ohio  alone. 

Republican  vice  presidential 
candidate  Bob  Dole  campaigned  in  the 
West,  telling  a  GOP  breakfast  in 
Roswell,  N.M.,  that  he  had  received  an 
early  morning  phone  call  from  Ford, 
who  told  him,  “We’re  beginning  to  put 
it  all  together.” 

Dole  reportedly  has  been  under 
pressure  from  GOP  leaders  to  back  off 
a  remark  he  made  in  his  televised 
debate  with  Mondale  that  all  this 
century’s  wars  were  “Democratic 
wars.” 

Dole  didn’t  indicate  whether  he  had 
discussed  the  problem  with  Ford,  but 
he  told  the  breakfast  gathering  he  had 
made  many  statements  in  the 
campaign,  including  “some  we  didn’t 
remember  we  made.”

The  building  of  a  new  Provo  City 
library  is  under  preliminary 
consideration,  but  the  final  decision 
will  be  up  to  the  voters,  a  Provo  City 
commissioner  said. 

According  to  Provo  City  Library 
Director  Larry  Horton,  “We  sure  are 
hoping,  but  we  haven’t  any  definite 
plans.” 

“Citizens  will  have  to  approve  a  bond 
proposal  if  the  library  is  to  be  built,” 
Commissioner  E.  Odell  Miner  said. 

The  present  library  was  built  in  1907 
and  remodeled  in  1939.  According  to 
Horton,  the  present  building  is  about 


two-and-a-half  times  larger  than  the 
original  building. 

According  to  Horton,  plans  were 
being  discussed  for  an  activity  center 
including  stages,  auditoriums  and  a  new 
library  in  the  same  complex  about  six 
months  ago.  Two  months  ago  a 
management  corporation  for  hotel 
chains  began  plans  for  a  hotel  in 
downtown  Provo  which  would  include 
a  convention  center  with  some 
performing  areas.  Provo  did  not  want 
to  duplicate  the  services  the  hotel 
would  offer,  Horton  said. 

According  to  Horton,  plans  for  the 
new  library  will  not  be  finalized  until 
the  Hotel  Management  Corporation 
makes  its  final  decisions. 


Commissioner  Miner  and  Horton 
both  said  any  new  library  would  be 
located  in  the  downtown  Provo  area. 

In  the  last  few  years,  the  library  has 
received  revenue  sharing  funds  to  build 
the  book  collection  to  the  minimum 
standards  of  two  books  per  person. 
Horton  said  the  library  now  has  about 
enough  books  for  a  town  of  7,000 
people,  while  Provo  has  about  60,000 
people. 

The  new  book  collection  has  taken 
up  the  readers’  space,  Horton  said.  He 
said  there  is  also  a  problem  with 
parking  space. 

“We  have  no  free  parking  for  our 
patrons  other  than  the  one-hour  free 
parking  area,”  Horton  said.  “Parking  is 
our  number  one  problem.” 


Two  of  Provo  City’s  commissioners 
went  on  record  Thursday  as  personally 
supporting  the  proposed  change  of 
Utah  County  government  which  is  on 
the  Nov.  2  ballot. 

Commissioners  E.  Odell  Miner  and  J. 
Earl  Wignall  said  Thursday  that  they 
personally  support  the  proposed 
change  which  would  turn  Utah  County 
from  a  commission  to  a  county 
council-manager  type  of  government. 

To  date,  11  mayors  have  endorsed 
the  proposal,  proponents  claim.  Mayor 
Russell  Grange  was  in  Salt  Lake 
Thursday  and  not  available  for 
comment. 

Wignall,  who  has  had  several  years  of 
government  service  since  graduating 
from  BYU,  said  that  the  government 
change  would  benefit  the  people  of 
Utah  County. 

Although  they  feel  personally  that 
the  proposal  should  be  passed,  they 
stressed  that  the  commission  had  not 
officially  endorsed  the  proposal. 

Several  years  ago,  according  to 
Miner,  Provo  City  had  a  city  manager 
form  of  government  for  a  short  time, 
after  which  it  was  replaced  by  the 
commission  once  more,  by  the  voters. 

Health  director  resigns 

Director  of  the  City-County  Health 
Department  announced  his  resignation 
Thursday  from  that  position. 

Dr.  Seth  E.  Smoot  said  the  reason  for 
his  resignation  was  so  he  can  devote  all 
of  his  time  to  private  practice. 

Members  of  the  city-county  health 
department  will  meet  Friday  to 
consider  selection  of  a  new  director. 
Dr.  Smoot  has  been  director  of  the 
department  since  1966. 


The  new  manager-council  of 
government  would  be  of  benefit  to  the 
county,  while  the  manager  form  did 
not  work  for  Provo  City,  Miner  said. 

He  said  a  manager  elected  by  the 
people  would  serve  the  public  better 
than  the  present  part-time  county 
commission. 

The  Provo  City  Commission  is  a 
full-time  elected  body. 

Miner  said  that  the 
separation-of-powers  concept  being 
held  up  by  the  proponents  of  the 
measure  is  a  valid  argument. 

Separation  of  powers  should  also 
exist  on  a  local  level,  the 
commissioners  said. 

Although  Mayor  Grange  was  not 
present,  both  commissioners  said  that 
he  basically  shared  their  views  on  the 
proposal.

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Witches,  cats 
of  Halloween 
date  to  1800s

The  modern  holiday  of  All  Saints’  Day  (Halloween)  is 
a  varied  collection  of  traditions  from  many  countries. 

According  to  Scottish  history,  midnight  on  Halloween 
was  the  time  when  divinations  concerning  marriage  were 
most  favorable.  Chanting  “Hemp  I  sow,  who  will  my 
husband  be,  let  him  come  and  now,”  women  would  sow 
the  hemp  on  plowed  land,  look  over  their  left  shoulder 
and  expect  to  see  their  future  spouse. 

Future  luck  was  also  foretold  on  Halloween  night. 
Apples  and  sixpence  were  put  into  a  tub  of  water,  and 
he  who  succeeded  in  extracting  either  of  them  with  his 
mouth  without  using  his  teeth,  or  in  pinning  one  of  the 
apples  with  a  fork,  was  destined  to  have  a  lucky  year. 

Traditional  Halloween  costumes  were  brought  to  the 
U.S.  in  the  19th  century  by  Irish  immigrants. 
Mischievous  men  and  boys  would  overturn  outhouses 
and  wooden  sheds  and  then  proceed  to  break  windows. 
Later,  this  custom  was  adopted  by  young  children  and 
evolved  into  trick-or-treating. 

An  Irish  tale  tells  of  the  origin  of  Jack-o’-la terns.  As 
the  legend  goes,  a  man  named  Jack  was  denied  entrance 
into  heaven  because  he  was  too  miserly,  and  practical 
jokes  he  played  on  the  devil  barred  him  from  entering  hell. 
Thus  he  was  cursed  to  walk  the  earth  with  a  lantern  until 
the  judgment  day. 

The  present  use  of  witches,  ghosts  and  cats  in 
festivities  stems  from  the  Druids,  an  order  of  priests  in 
ancient  Gaul  and  Britain.  They  believed  that  on 


Halloween,  ghosts,  spirits,  fairies,  witches  and  elves  came 
out  to  harm  people.  Cats  were  considered  sacred  and 
thought  to  have  once  been  human  beings  changed  into 
cats  as  punishment  for  evil  deeds. 

In  Celtic  and  Anglo-Saxon  times,  Halloween  was  the 
time  of  ancient  fire  festivals.  These  were  connected  with 
the  return  of  the  herds  from  pasture,  the  rekindling  of 
the  fire  for  the  coming  year,  the  renewal  of  laws  and 
land  tenures,  the  practice  of  divinations  and  the  day’s 
association  with  the  dead,  whose  souls  were  supposed  to 
revisit  their  homes  on  Halloween. 

Traditionally,  All  Saints’  Day  is  celebrated  on  Oct.  31, 
marking  the  end  of  summer.  Those  participating  in  the 
Provo-Orem  area  will  probably  celebrate  Halloween  on 
Saturday  this  year.  Oct.  31  is  Sunday.

731-mile  route 

Vallely  said  the  731 -mile  route 
proposed  by  NWE  would  take  the 
pipeline  south  from  the  Prudhoe  Bay 
area  of  Alaska,  following  the 
trans-Alaska  pipeline,  then  continue 
south  of  Fairbanks  to  Delta  Junction. 
Turning  southeast,  it  would  follow  the 
route  of  the  Alaska  Highway  to  the 
Alaska-Yukon  border.  There  the 
construction  on  the  pipeline  would  be 
turned  over  to  the  Canadian  partners  of 
NWE. 

The  second  leg  of  the  proposed  route 
would  take  the  pipeline  southeast 
through  British  Columbia.  The  pipeline 
would  then  emerge  at  three  points  on 
the  U.S.— Canadian  border,  he  said. 

Vallely  said  gas  from  the  pipeline, 
regardless  of  which  company  is  given 
the  rights  to  build  it,  is  not  expected  to 
be  delivered  to  the  lower  48  states  until 
1980.  At  that  time,  he  said,  the  gas  will 
flow  down  the  newly  completed  line  at 
a  rate  expected  to  exceed  two  billion 
cubic  feet  per  day.

politics. 

McCarthy,  the  former  Minnesota  senator  who  is 
running  for  president  as  an  independent  in  more  than 
30  states,  told  reporters  he  would  file  a  court 
challenge  to  the  federal  act  after  next  week’s  election. 

He  also  said  he  would  pursue  challenges  in  several 
of  those  states  where  he  has  been  kept  off  the  ballot. 

“This  is  probably  the  first  unconstitutional 
presidential  election  in  this  century,”  McCarthy  said. 
“In  eight  states  we  established  that  the  state  laws 
were  unconstitutional  and  have  gotten  some 
correction. 

“There  are  about  10  other  states  where  we  think 
the  laws  are  unconstitutional  and  in  about  five  or  six 
of  them  we  haven’t  been  able  to  get  on  the  ballot  and 
that  could  very  well  determine  how  the  election 
goes.”

Oil  shipment  may  be 
problem,  report  says 

SEATTLE  (AP)  -  A  federal  report  says  Eastern 
Washington  may  come  up  short  about  10,000  barrels 
of  petroleum  products  a  day  by  1980  while  the  West 
Coast  reaps  a  surplus  of  Alaskan  oil. 

The  Federal  Energy  Administration  report  also 
forecasts  a  shortage  of  about  17,000  barrels  a  day  for 
Montana. 

The  report  addresses  the  problem  of  supplying 
crude  or  refined  products  to  areas  affected  by  the 
cutoff  of  Canadian  crude  oil  to  Northern  Tier  states’ 
refineries. 

Actually,  the  report  assumes  about  a  27,000 
barrel-a-day  shortfall  from  Montana  refineries,  since 
Eastern  Washington  gets  about  15  per  cent  of  its 
petroleum  products  from  Montana  by  way  of  the 
Yellowstone  and  Chevron  pipelines. 

Keith  Sherman,  Washington  state  energy  office 
director,  and  Seattle  area  oil  shippers  believe  the 
delivery  of  petroleum  products  to  Eastern 
Washington  will  be  solved  by  tank  barges  up  the 
Columbia  River. 

Sherman  said  the  Olympic  Pipeline,  which  carries 
petroleum  from  the  four  Washington  refineries  to 
Oregon,  has  the  capacity  to  supply  barge  runs  up  the 
Columbia.  The  cost  of  train  shuttles  between 
Columbia  River  west  of  Portland,  Ore.,  and  Billings, 
Mont.,  would  be  too  expensive,  he  believes. 

Although  the  FEA  report  has  not  been  made 
public,  testimony  before  the  Senate  Interior 
Committee  and  California  state  agencies  indicates 
there  will  be  an  oil  surplus  of  500,000  barrels  a  day 
or  more  on  the  West  Coast  when  the  Alaska  pipeline 
reaches  near-capacity.

Memoir  tapes  tel! 
of  attack  warning

HONOLULU  (AP)  —  In  memoirs 
recorded  before  his  death,  former  Gov. 
John  A.  Burns  said  that  he  was  warned 
of  the  Japanese  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor 
a  week  before  the  actual  attack  on  Dec. 
7,  1941. 

The  memoirs  are  contained  in  11 
just-released  tapes  Bums  made  as  part 
of  a  University  of  Hawaii  oral  history 
project.  He  discussed  Pearl  Harbor  in 
January  1975,  three  months  before  his 
death. 

Bums  said  that  Robert  L.  Shivers, 
who  was  in  charge  of  the  FBI’s 
Honolulu  bureau,  called  him  into  his 
office  in  early  December  1941.  At  the 
time,  Burns  was  a  32-year-old  Honolulu 
police  captain  in  charge  of .  an 
intelligence  unit. 

“  ‘Close  the  doors,’  Shrivers  said. 
‘I’m  not  telling  my  men  this  but  I’m 
telling  you.  We’re  going  to  be  attacked 
-  before  the  week  is  out.’ 

“Arid  the  guy  had  tears  in  his  eyes,” 
sai(i  Burns,  -  whose  tapes  will  be 
presented  to  the  University  of  Hawaii, 
library  bn  Thursday. 


Under  Shivers’  instructions  Burns 
gathered  his  four  men,  and  without 
giving  a  reason  he  told  them  to  ask 
about  15  acquaintances  per  day  if  they 
had  heard  of  any  unusual  upcoming 
events..  His  men  found  no  signs  of 
nervousness  in  the  community,  until 
the  night  of  December  6  th. 

“We  did  get  some  monkey-shine 
telephone  call  from  the  FBI  monitoring 
the  Japanese  consulate,”  Burns  said  in 
the  tapes.  “The  FBI  took  it  up  with  the 
military  folks  but .  .  .” 

Burns  said  he  did  not  ask  Shivers, 
who  died  in  1950,  about  the  source  of 
the  attack  warning.  But  Bums 
speculated  that  the  source  was  FBI 
Director  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  who  was 
either  informed  by  British  intelligence 
officers  or  by  his  own  sources  in 
Washington  who  had  broken  the 
Japanese  code. 

Burns  said  he  was  “reasonably 
positive”  that,  Shivers  delivered  the 
attack  ,  warning  to  Hawaii  rriilitary 
commanders  Lt.  Gen.  Walter  Short  and 
Adm.

It  contends  the 
plaintiffs  would  be  financially 
harmed,  as  well. 

The  suit  asks  for  at  least  $  1 ,000 
damages  per  plaintiff  from  the 
bureau  if  it  should  release 
information  about  flood  victims 
before  the  suit  is  ruled  upon. 

Both  The  Associated  Press  and 
the  Idaho  Statesman  were  turned 
down  in  original  requests  to  the 
Bureau  of  Reclamation  for  public 
disclosure  of  claims  information.

Shipwrecked  man 


tells  of  experience 


SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  -  Bruce 
Collins  says  two  ship-wreck 
companions  who  died  as  they  drifted 
with  him  on  a  raft  in  the  Pacific  “felt 
they  were  going  to  make  it,  until  they 
didn’t.  ...” 

“We  just  looked  on  it  as  a  big  fast 
and  moved  as  little  as  possible  and  tried 
to  be  as  comfortable  as  possible,” 
Collins  told  reporters  Wednesday  at  a 
hospital  here. 

“The  other  people  didn’t  sleep  as 
much.  I  tried  to  use  as  little  energy  as 
possible.  I  enjoy  sleeping,”  said  the 
23-year-old  rtiariner,  who  was  rescued 
by  the  Coast  Guard  on  Sunday  after  28 
days  on  the  orange  raft  about  800 
miles  west  of  here. 

Collins  said  his  companions  soon 
began  to  develop  health  problems.  Jim 
Ahola,  25,  was  losing  blood  from 
hemorrhoids,  and  Camilla  Arthur,  20, 
developed  sores  which  appeared  to 
infect  her  entire  body. 

“I  could  see  they  were  weakening, 
and  th,at  they  would  be  rescued  or  they 
would  die.  It  was  no  surprise.  I  was 
prepared  for  it,”  he  said. 

A  party  of  five  persons  had  been 
sailing  the  42-foot  ketch  Spirit  from 
Honolulu  to  San  Francisco  when  it 
sank  Sept.  27.  The  other  two  took  to  a 
separate  life  raft  and  were  rescued  Oct. 


13th  day.  Two  days  later,  they  trapped 
some  rain  in  their  boat  canopy.  Some 
days  they  had  nothing  to  drink,  but  the 
canopy  sheltered  them  from  the  sun, 
and  temperatures  were  mild. 

Up  to  15  planes  and  several  ships 
were  systematically  searching  30,000 
miles  of  the  Pacific  for  the  raft,  but 
there  was  no  radio  equipment  aboard 
to  send  an  SOS. 

Ahola  died  Oct.  19,  Miss  Arthur  two 
days  later. 

“After  the  others  died,  I  just  really 
lay  there,”  said  the  bearded  mariner. 
“It  was  very  fortunate  that  it  rained 
whenever  I  was  in  a  critical  state.  That 
was  what  saved  me.” 

Finally  a  Coast  Guard  reconnaissance 
plane  spotted  the  tiny  raft  and  radioed 
his  position  to  the  cutter  Campbell, 
which  picked  him  up.  He  had  been 
without  water  for  3%  days.

LOUISVILLE,  Ky.  (AP)  -  “I  had  no  idea  this 
could  be  done,”  says  a  53-year-old  woman  who  lost 
eight  fingers  last  week  in  an  industrial  accident.  She 
has  10  again,  and  “it’s  amazing,  it’s  wonderful.” 

“It  would  be  awful  if  I  couldn’t  use  my  hands,” 
said  Mary  Dueer  from  her  bed  at  Jewish  Hospital,  her 
hands  wrapped  in  bandages.  “It’s  just  a  miracle.  I’ve 
got  them  back.” 

She  commented  Wednesday,  one  week  after  the 
accident  at  the  Dayton,  Ohio,  printing  firm  where 
she’d  worked  for  26  years  “without  ever  getting  hurt. 

Five  fingers  were  severed  at  above  knuckle  level, 
and  three  were  cut  off  at  the  tips.  Those  three  Were 
repaired,  a  doctor  explained. 

“I  was  working  on  a  machine,  cutting  books,  and 
somehow  I  got  my  hands  too  close  and  down  the 
cutter  went  and  someone  said,  ‘Mary’s  hurt.’  I  looked 
down  and  said,  ‘Oh  my  gosh,  I’m  hurt,’  and  realized 
my  fingers  were  gone,”  Miss  Dueer  said. 

She  was  taken  to  Dayton’s  St.  Elizabeth  Medical 
Center,  where  doctors  telephoned  Dr.  Harold  Kleinert 
at  Jewish  Hospital.

“They  packed  my  hands  in  ice,  and  they  worked 
pretty  fast,”  Miss  Dueer  said.  “Before  long  I  was  on  a 
plane  to  Louisville  and  in  surgery.” 

The  operation  lasted  about  14  hours,  and  Miss 
Dueer  said  she  had  questions  for  the  surgeons  when 
she  regained  consciousness. 

“I  asked,  ‘Doctor,  do  you  think  I  will  be  able  to  use 
my  hands,’  and  he  said,  ‘Yes,’  ”  Miss  Dueer  said.  “I 
said,  ‘Do  I  have  all  my  fingers?’  He  said,  ‘Yes.’  I  said, 
‘Praise  God.’ ”  M  I 

Kleinert  explained  not  all  severed  limbs  can  be 
replanted,  but  that  Miss  Dueer’s  chances  of  recovery 
are  good. 


LEWISTON,  Idaho  (AP)  -  A  magistrate  has  ruled 
that  ownership  of  a  vehicle  is  not  sufficient  evidence 
to  convict  a  person  of  a  parking  meter  violation.

Another  reason  for  confusion  may  be  the  frequent 
use  of  ounces  for  serving  size  and  grams  for 
nutritional  information. 

A  spokesman  for  the  FDA  said  the  use  of  grams  for 
the  nutrition  information  is  required,  first,  because 
the  nation  is  switching  to  the  metric  system  and 
second,  because  the  amounts  involved  often  are  too 
small  to  be  expressed  in  ounces. 

Reading  a  nutritional  label  won’t  tell  you  at  a 
glance  what  part  of  a  given  product  is  fat,  for 
example.  You  will  have  to  do  your  own  calculations 
for  that.  There  are  just  over  28  grams  in  an  ounce.

From  a  plush  Ft.  Worth  country  club:  “Rainbow 
heading  this  way.” 

From  a  blustery  Milwaukee  airport:  “Rainbow 
touching  down.” 

In  walks  a  smiling,  nodding  Rainbow  —  The  Secret 
Sendee  code  name  for  Elizabeth  Hanford  Dole, 
campaigning  for  her  husband,  Bob,  the  man  the 
Secret  Service  calls  Ramrod. 

Whoever  dubbed  them  knew  the  Republican  vice 
presidential  candidate’s  reputation  for  sharp  words 
and  a  hard-driving  style  and  something  of  his  bride’s 
freshness  and  flair. 

It  is  Elizabeth  Dole’s  first  campaign,  and  the  cynics 
say  they  can  tell  -  she  really  seems  to  enjoy  it. 

They  make  an  effective  team:  She  has  the  warm, 
personal  touch  and  he  has  the  stronger  stuff.  One  is 
left  thinking  that  the  man  with  the  tough-guy  image 
must  be  a  nice  guy  after  all  to  have  such  a  nice  wife 
beside  him. 

Unlike  many  political  wives,  Elizabeth  “Liddy” 
Dole  has  more  than  a  nice- wife,  ornamental  role.  She 
is  a  lawyer,  a  consumer  affairs  expert,  a  Federal  Trade 
commissioner  on  leave  for  the  campaign. 

She  took  an  active  part  in  planning  the  campaign 
and  stumps  the  country  on  her  own,  joining  her 
husband  occasionally  and  joking  that  she  waves  to 
him  in  airports. 

The  other  day,  she  picked  up  the  phone,  called 
Dole’s  chief  speech  writer  and  suggested  themes  that 


might  be  worked  into  the  last  days  of  the  campaign. 

“I  may  not  have  years’  experience  in  politics,”  says 
Mrs.  Dole,  40,  with  a  North  Carolina  drawl,  “but  I 
think  you  can  succeed  if  you  have  common  sense  and 
understand  people. 

“Maybe  it’s  because  this  is  my  first  campaign.  I 
really  enjoy  campaigning  and  I  don’t  get  tired.” 

Describing  her  campaign  as  well  as  her  career,  she 
says,  “I  believe  in  giving  everything  my  all,  my  best 
effort. 

“Win  or  lose,  I  intend  to  return  to  the 
commission,”  says  Mrs.  Dole,  a  political  independent. 

“I  believe  the  vice  president  can  have  a  working 
wife,  too.” 

If  the  Republicans  win  and  if  she  returns  to  the 
FTC,  Elizabeth  Dole  probably  will  be  the  nation’s 
first  vice  presidential  wife  with  a  full-time  career. 

She  sees  the  FTC  as  an  opportunity  to  defend  the 
“vulnerable,”  the  elderly,  the  very  young,  the 
disadvantaged,  the  handicapped. 

No,  she  doesn’t  feel  the  campaign  is  an  intrusion  or 
a  sacrifice.  No,  she  doesn’t  feel  she’s  just  “the 
candidate’s  wife.” 

But  she  adds:  “This  is  the  highest  point  in  my 
husband’s  career,  and  I’m  glad  to  be  able  to  share  it 
with  him.  We  share  everything. 

“We’re  both  very  strong,  very  independent  people. 
Our  careers  mesh  very  well,  and  my  husband  is  my 
strongest  supporter.” 

A  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Harvard  Law  School 
graduate,  Mrs.  Dole  seems  to  have  assumed  one  of  the 
most  substantive  roles  of  all  the  candidates’  wives. 

“I  think  a  lot  of  women  were  watching  to  see  what 
I  would  do,”  she  says,  noting  she  received  many 
telephone  calls.

Maddox  hits 


'blackout'  by

BOISE,  Idaho  (AP)  - 
Former  Georgia  Gov. 
Lester  Maddox 
denounced  the  national 
media  Thursday  for  what 
he  termed  a  “news 
blackout”  on  presidential 
candidates  other  than 
Jimmy  Carter  and 
President  Ford. 

Maddox,  the  American 
Independent  candidate 
for  president,  said  on  the 
nationally  televised 
debates,  “the  people  get 
to  see  only  two 
candidates.  The  other 
party  candidates  are 
blacked  out.” 

Maddox  said  one  of 
the  reasons  he  ran  for 
president  is  because  “I’m 
disgusted  with  politicians 
campaigning  one  way 
and  living  another  way.” 

Maddox  said  Carter 
had  used  ‘‘the 
granddaddy  of 
pornography  to  voice  his 
views  on  Christian¬ 
ity  .  .  .  and  Vice 
President  Rockefeller 
should  have  his  finger 
tied  in  a  mitten.” 


Iran  returns  Russian  pilot 

MOSCOW  (AP)  —  A  Soviet  pilot  who  fled  to  Iran 
has  been  returned  to  the  Soviet  Union  after  Iran 
rejected  his  request  to  let  him  go  to  the  United  States 
for  political  asylum,  Moscow  radio  said  today. 

The  broadcast  said  the  pilot,  Lt.  Valentin  Ivanovich 
Zosimoff, 37,  who  flew  a  small  postal  plane  to  Iran 
Sept.  25,  was  brought  back  on  Monday.  The  Iranian 
government  had  announced  earlier  its  intention  to 
return  Zosimoff. 

Iranian  authorities  said  that  the  pilot’s  use  of  the 
plane  to  defect,  violated  an  air  piracy  agreement  with 
the  Soviet  Union. 

Moscow  radio  gave  no  further  details,  except  to  say 
that  Zosimoff  had  “committed  a  criminal  act  of 
seizure.” 
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CAMBRIDGE,  Mass.  (AP)  - 
Contrary  to  the  history  books,  the  last  . 
czar  of  Russia  and  his  family  may  not 
have  been  shot  to  death  in  a  cellar  by 
the  Bolsheviks,  two  British  journalists 
say  in  a  new  study. 

And  the  czarina  and  at  least  three  of 
her  four  daughters  probably  survived  as 
Vladimir  Lenin’s  hostages  for  months 
after  July  16,  1918,  the  date  when  the 
massacre  is  believed  to  have  occurred, 
the  study  says. 

But  the  fate  of  the  fourth  daughter  - 
the  legendary  Grand  Duchess  Anastasia 
-  remains  a  mystery,  the  journalists 
conclude. 

Anthony  Summers  and  Tom 
Mangold,  journalists  with  the  British 
Broadcasting  Corp.,  make  these  claims 
in  “The  File  on  the  Tsar,”  a  best-seller 
in  London  due  to  be  published  in  this 
country  Wednesday. 

They  based  their  research  largely  on 
seven  volumes  of  sworn  testimony  and 
police  reports  collected  by  investigators 
in  Russia  in  1918-19  and  only  recently 
found  at  Harvard’s  Houghton  Library. 

Summers  said  in  an  interview  that 
the  new  findings  contradict  the 
prevalent  theory  that  the  entire  family 
of  Czar  Nicholas  II  was  murdered  by 
the  Communists  in  the  cellar  of  a  house 
in  Ekaterinburg,  in  the  Urals. 

But  Summers  stressed  that  he  and 
Mangold  also  reject  the  romantic 
theory  held  by  some  that  Nicholas, 
Czarina  Alexandra  and  their  five 
children  escaped  Russia  alive. 
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Killing  of  last  czar 
may  not  be  history 


Instead,  the  book  concludes,  the  czar 
was  executed  by  a  firing  squad  at  an 
unspecified  location  around  the  July 
16  date,  his  son  probably  died  of 
hemophilia,  and  Alexandra  and  three 
of  the  four  daughters  probably  were 
killed  on  Lenin’s  orders  seven  or  eight 
months  after  the  alleged  massacre. 

Summers  said  Lenin  had  the  czarina 
and  three  of  the  grand  duchesses  kept 
prisoner  while  he  negotiated  with  the 
German  Kaiser  for  the  return  of 
Communists  imprisoned  behind 
German  lines. 

The  place  of  imprisonment  was 
Perm,  200  miles  northwest  of 
Ekaterinburg,  the  authors  say. 

.After-  the  Germans  were  defeated  on 
the  battlefield  and  the  Kaiser  was 
removed  from  the  German  throne, 
Lenin  had  the  women  sent  to  Moscow 
in  January  of  1919,  Summers  said. 
Their  trail  ends  there. 

“If  Lenin  kept  the  family  alive  as 
hostages  for  a  deal  with  the  Germans, 
the  motive  evaporated  when  Germany 
was  defeated  and  the  Kaiser  toppled,” 
Summers  said.  “Lenin  either  washed 
his  hands  of  the  surviving  Romanovs  or 
left  them  to  their  fate.  What  we  know, 
what  we’re  almost  certain  of,  is  that 
members  of  the  family  survived  six 
months  beyond  their  historic  deaths.” 

Summers  said  evidence  shows  that 
the  youngest  girl,  Anastasia,  escaped 
and  was  recaptured.  But  he  said  he  and 
Mangold  were  unable  to  come  to  any 
conclusion  about  her  eventual  fate.

PARIS  (AP)  -  Haroun 
Tazieff,  one  of  the 
world’s  leading 
authorities  on  volcanos, 
has  been  fired  from  his 
post  as  head  of  a  study 
institute  after  a  dispute 
over  a  Caribbean  island’s 
volcano  that  was 
supposed  to  explode  like 
an  atomic  bomb  last 
summer  -  but  never  did. 

The  move  came  as 
Guadeloupe  authorities 
resumed  municipal 
services  and  allowed 
refugees  to  return  to 
their  homes  Thursday  for 
the  first  time  since 
August*  to  the  island’s 
capital  of  Basse  Terre. 

About  70,000  people 
were  evacuated  from  an 
area  around  the  volcano 
Aug.  17.

so  when  the  subject  came  up  again  in 
Troy,  Ohio,  on  Tuesday,  Dole  said, 
“No,  I  don’t  believe”  that  either  World 
War  II  or  Vietnam  were  partisan  wars. 

It  was  a  clear  retreat  from  his 
characterization  of  these  wars  in  his 
televised  campaign  debate  as 
“Democrat  wars.” 


Dole’s  press  secretary,  Larry  Speakes, 
later  said  Dole  “did  not  recall  that 
specific  quote  from  the  debate.” 

Speakes  said  a  partial  debate 
transcript,  including  the  two  references 
Dole  made  to  “Democrat  wars,”  was 
shown  to  Dole  on  his  campaign  jet 
Wednesday  but  the  candidate  still  could 
not  recall  the  words.

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NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  American  churches,  which 
founded  the  first  universities  in  the  United  States, 
still  are  a  major  force  in  higher  education,  but  many 
of  the  church-related  institutions  are  haying  tough 
going  financially. 

That  pinch  may  be  eased  by  the  recent  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  decision  allowing  state  assistance  for 
secular  aspects  of  the  operations  of  church  colleges. 

“The  effect  doubtless  will  vary  from  state  to  state,” 
says  John  R.  Proffit,  head  of  the  eligibility  division 
for  federal  aid  to  colleges  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare. 

“Some  states  may  help,  some  do  nothing.  There’s 
considerable  political  resistance  to  it.” 

Of  the  3,055  colleges  and  universities  in  this 
country,  more  than  half  -  1,601  of  them  —  are 
privately  controlled,  and  786  of  these  are  related  to 
religious  bodies.  Protestants  run  501, 247  are  Roman 
Catholic,  24  Jewish  and  14  have  other  religious 
connections. 

Dr.  Fred  Harris  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  a  United 
Methodist  higher  education  official,  says  the  high 
court  decision,  upholding  a  Maryland  law  providing 
aid  for  secular  purposes  to  church-related  colleges, 
has  encouraging  implications  for  such  institutions 
both  there  and  in  other  states. 

Under  pressure  of  inflated  costs  and  concentration 
of  public  funds  in  government-run  educational 
institutions,  65  private  colleges,  most  of  them  related 
to  churches,  have  closed  in  the  last  five  years,  while 
six  others  converted  to  government  ownership. 

Keeping  church-related  institutions  alive  has  been 
considered  essential  to  maintain  educational  diversity 
in  America,  apart  from  blanket  state  control,  and  to 
sustain  the  religious  dimension  of  learning. 

The  Supreme  Court  decision  held  that  state  funds 
'can  go  to  church  colleges  for  secular  purposes, 
without  restricting  religious  aspects  of  their  program 
supported  through  other  means.  An  earlier  1971  high 
court  decision  made  federal  grants  and  loans  available 
to  church-related  colleges  on  the  same  basis  —  for 
secular  educational  functions. 

While  most  church  educators  applauded  the  new 
decision,  objections  came  from  Southern  Baptists, 
who  emphasize  strict  separation  of  church  from  state. 
An  official,  the  Rev.  Foy  Valentine,  says  state  aid  to 
church  colleges  is  “now  legal  but  not  now  right.”  Of 
the  43  Southern  Baptist  colleges,  he  adds:  “We  must 
decline  ‘Caesar’s  offer.”

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ST.  PETERSBURG,  Fla.  (AP)  -  Four  men  who 
spent  3214  hours  adrift  in  a  makeshift  raft  with  their 
legs  dangling  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  after  abandoning 
their  capsized  ship  celebrated  their  rescue  by  breaking 
out  the  last  of  their  provisions  -  a  can  of  soda. 

“I’m  going  to  be  in  church  on  Sunday.  That’s  one 
promise  I  did  make,”  Danny  Busick,  32,  said 
Wednesday  after  the  midnight  rescue  about  135  miles 
west  of  St.  Petersburg. 

The  men  said  they  did  a  little  praying  and  a  lot  of 
swearing  as  they  bobbed  and  sloshed  in  swells  up  to 
eight  feet,  huddling  together  for  warmth  as  the  U.S. 
Coast  Guard,  the  Navy  and  the  Air  Force  searched 
14,000-square  miles  of  Gulf  waters  since  the  distress 
call  Monday. 

Finally,  early  Wednesday,  the  crew  of  a  Coast* 
Guard  plane  spotted  a  dim  blinking  light  from  an 
oversized  flashlight.  Crew  members  radioed  for  a 
rescue  helicopter  which  hoisted  the  weary  seamen 
from  their  drifting  raft. 

Rescued  were  Capt.  Phillip  Baugh,  29;  seaman 
Douglas  O’Brien,  26;  Manny  Bradley,  26,  a  clothing 
store  operator,  and  Busick,  a  <camper-vam  customizer, 
all  of  Biloxi,  Miss.  Tired,  wet  and  cold,  the  men  were 
transported  to  a  hospital.  After’  treatment,  they  were 
released  in  dry  clothes  —  hospital  garb.

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Milk  may  be  cause 
of  intestinal  disease 


HOLLAND  PATENT,  N.Y.  (AP)  -  A  batch  of 
chocolate  milk  probably  caused  an  unusual  intestinal 
disease  which  struck  about  50  school  children  in  this 
area  recently,  state  officials  said  Wednesday. 

About  a  dozen  youngsters  had  their  appendixes 
removed  because  of  the  disease,  the  symptoms  of 
which  appear  to  be  the  same  as  appendicitis. 

“At  least  a  major  part  of  the  epidemic  .  .  .  which 
hospitalized  more  than  50  school  children  in  the 
community  of  Holland  Patent  may  have  been  spread 
by  chocolate  milk  from  a  local  processing  plant,” 
officials  of  the  state  departments  of  Health  and 
Agriculture  and  Markets  said  in  a  joint  statement. 

The  central  New  York  community’s  outdated  water 
system  was  first  thought  to  have  been  the  main  cause 
of  the  outbreak  of  the  disease  known  as  yersiniosis. 

Dr.  Richard  Jackson,  a  state  epidemiologist  who 
headed  the  investigation  into  the  outbreak,  said  that 
while  milk  was  probably  the  primary  source  of  the 
outbreak,  Water  was  probably  responsible  for  cases 
that  turned  up  later. 

Health  officials  said  they  were  awaiting  the  results 
of  laboratory  tests  to  confirm  their  findings.

PRAGUE,  Czechoslo¬ 
vakia  (AP)  —  It  was 
almost  like  old  times  at 
the  Paramount  Theater 
in  Times  Square  when 
Benny  Goodman  showed 
up  for  a  concert  in 
Prague. 

Police  had  to  cordon 
off  the  entrance  to 
Lucerna  Hall  to  try  to 
hold  back  gatecrashers 
for  the  performance 
Tuesday  night  by  the 
67-year-old  King  of 
Swing  and  his  orchestra. 
At  least  1,000  people 
were  turned  away  at  the 
ticket  booth  despite  high 
prices. 

Inside  the  hall,  which 
dips  three  floors  below 
ground  level,  the 
audience  was  packed  in 
close  rows  of  seats, 
hanging  in  clusters  from 
balconies  and  jammed  to 
the  walls  in  the  standing 
area.  Just  before  the 
clarinetist  started 
playing,  gatecrashers 
took  over  the  aisles  and 
squatted  on  the  floor  to 
hear  Goodman’s  classical 
jazz. 

“It  reminded  me  of  the 
early  days’  audiences 
when  people  would 
almost  hang  down  the 
chandeliers,”  Goodman 
said  later. 

Lucerna  Hall  normally 
seats  2,000.  A  policeman 
said  4,000  were  there. 

The  crowd  and  the 
spotlights  made  the  heat 
intense.  “The  heat  hit  me 
in  the  second  half  of  the 
concert.  By  the  end  I  was 
drenched  to  the  skin,” 
Goodman  said. 

A  long-haired  youth 
drew  envious  glances 
when  he  stripped  down 
to  his  red  undershirt. 


Goodman  told 
reporters  at  the 
Intercontinental  Hotel 
that  the  Czechoslovak 
audience  had  been 
“terrific.” 

‘‘Enthusiasm  is 
enthusiasm  whatever  way 
it  manifests  itself,”  he 
said.  “The  concert  went 
well.  Everything  was 
moving.” 

It  was  the  first 
performance  in 
Czechoslovakia  by 
Goodman,  who  is  on  a 
concert  tour  of  Eastern 
Europe  and  the  Soviet

Three  of  America’s  top  jazz 
entertainers  will  be  featured  tonight  at 
8:30  on  Channel  11  in  “The  World 
Series  of  Jazz”  presented  by  “In 
Performance  at  Wolf  Trap.” 

Singer  Billy  Eckstine,  pianist  Earl 
“Fatha”  Hines  and  trumpeter  Dizzy 
Gillespie  will  appear  together  for  the 
first  time  since  1943,  when  they  were 
all  in  Hines’  big  band. 

Like  all  “In  Performance  At 
Wolf  Trap”  programs,  the  “World  Series 
of  Jazz  ’  is  made  possible  by  a  grant 
from  Atlantic  Richfield  Co.  The 
program,  which  was  taped  as  it  was 
presented  at  Wolf  Trap  Fafin  park  for 
the  Performing  Arts,  is  produced  by 
WET  A,  Washington,  for  national 
transmission  by  the  Public 
Broadcasting  Service. 


The  60-minute  color  special  brings 
together  three  musicians  who  are 
widely  acknowledged  to  be  among 
America’s  jazz  pioneers.  Hines,  who  is 
now  70  years  old,  has  been  called  the 
“father  of  modern  jazz  piano.”  Hines 
joined  Louis  Armstrong’s  band  in 
1927,  and  the  combination  of  Hines 
and  Armstrong  is  said  to  have  made  an 
enormous  contribution  to  the 
acceptance  of  jazz  as  a  serious  music 
form.  When  Hines  left  Armstrong,  he 
formed  his  won  orchestra,  which  for 
more  than  20  years  was  one  of  the 
most  respected  big  bands  in  the 
country. 

Gillespie,  among  the  best  trumpeters 
in  the  world,  is  known  as  the 
“founding  father  of  be-bop.”  “Bop,”  as 


it  was  later  called,  is  a  nervous, 
fragmented  sound  Gillespie  created 
with  Charlie  “Bird”  Parker  and 
Thelonious  Monk.  “Bop”  represented  a 
break  from  the  traditional  jazz  of  Duke 
Ellington,  Louis  Armstrong  and  Earl 
Hines,  and  became  the  forerunner  of 
modern  progressive  music. 

Eckstine  first  teamed  with  the  Hines 
Band  in  1938  as  a  singer  and  a  trumpet 
player.  In  1944,  he  left  Hines  to  form 
his  own  band,  and  even  though  the 
Billy  Eckstine  Orchestra  only  existed 
for  three  years,  many  jazz  greats  of  the 
era  -  including  Gillespie  -  played  in 
the  band,  Eckstine  is  known  for 
launching  the  careers  of  many  jazz 
stars,  including  Sarah  Vaughan,  Fats 
Navarro,  Miles  Davis,  and  Gene 
Ammons.

'Scalawag  Bunch':  9th 
rehash  of  Robin  Hood

The  movie  “Scalawag  Bunch” 
is  not  all  bad,  but  it  represents 
one  of  the  biggest  hoaxes  of  our 
time.

“Apple  Dumpling  Gang”  was 
the  second  biggest  moneymaker 
of  last  year,  right  behind 
“Jaws.”  And  it  was  a  Disney. 
“No  Deposit,  No  Return”  will 
be  a  big  moneymaker  this  year. 
It,  too,  was  a  Disney.  “Scalawag 
Bunch”  is  Italian,  not  Disney. 
But  don’t  the  ads  make  it  sound 
like  a  Disney? 

Not  only  is  it  “dubbed” 
(English  spoken  over  Italian 


scenes),  but  it’s  about  the  ninth 
rehash  of  “Robin  Hood.”  That’s 
right,  with  Maid  Marion,  the 
Sherrif  of  Nottingham,  and  the, 
rest  of  the  Errol  Flynn  gang. 
Where  did  they  get  a  title  like 
“The  Scalawag  Bunch?”  Were 
they  afraid  that  no  one  wants  to 
see  an  Italian  “Robin  Hood?” 

The  plot  is  predictable.  They 
have  made  some  not-so-subtle 
changes,  though.  For  example,  a 
miniskirted  Maid  Marion 
competes  against  Robin  in  the 
archery  tournament.  And  she 
doesn’t  find  out  until  the  end 
that  Robin  Hood  is  her 
betrothed. 

At  least  “Scalawag  Bunch”  is  a 
good  movie  to  send  the  kids  to. 
And  “Robin  Hood”  freaks  might 
like  it.  But  it  looks  like  the  only 
scalawags  are  the  American 
distributors  of  the  film. 


BEVERLY  HILLS,  Calif.  (AP) 
-  Can  a  famous  comedienne  get 
laughs  with  a  routine  about 
having  her  leg  amputated  and 
spending  seven  months  in  a 
hospital  bed?  Yes,  if  she’s  Totie 
Fields. 

The  47-year-old  performer 
met  the  press  Wednesday,  her 
first  public  appearance  since  a 
circulatory  problem  complicated 
by  phlebitis  forced  removal  of 
her  left  leg  last  spring: 

“Honey,  if  you’re  not  funny 
with  two  legs,  you’re  not  going 
to  be  funny  with  one,”  Miss 
Fields  said  when  asked  whether 
the  amputation  would  affect  her 
act.  “I  have  the  same  tongue  and 
brain.  I  haven’t  lost  my  sense  of 
humor.” 

And  she  proceeded  to  prove 
it: 

“The  minute  I  put  the  rings 
back  on,  I  knew  I  was  well,”  she 
said,  flashing  a  handful  of 
diamonds.  “I  don’t  care  if  I  lost 
a  leg,  I’ve  got  my  fingers.” 

Miss  Fields  revealed  that  she 
had  once  tipped  the  scales  at 
191  pounds  but  said  she  now 
weighs  117. 

“I’ve  never  said  this  before,  no 
one  in  the  world  knew  how  much 
I  weighed,  not  even  Georgie  (her 
husband,  George 
Johnston)  .  .  .  This  is  the  first 
time  in  my  life  I  weigh  less  thdn 
mv  husband.” . 

During  her  ordeal,  Miss  Fields 
said,  there  were  “times,  several 
times,  when  they  tought  I  was 
gone.”  But  she  said  she  believed 


“there’s  a  reason,  I  don’t  think 
God  works  in  any  other 
way  .  .  .  and  my  life  will 
probably  be  happier  than  ever. 

“Oh,  it’s  sb  good  to  be  here, 
so  good  to  smile.  Oh  God,  how 
badly  I  wanted  to  live,”  she  said. 

A  few  of  Miss  Fields’  friends  — 
comedian  Jan  Murray  and 
performers  Florence  Henderson 
and  Bert  Convy  —  surprised  the 
comedienne  with  a  huge  cake 
and  a  few  kisses.

Minority  enrollments  rise 
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WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Minority  enrollment  in  the 
nation’s  colleges  and  universities  rose  11.7  per  cent 
between  1972  and  1974,  with  major  strides  in  private 
colleges  and  universities,,  the  U.S.  Office  for  Civil 
Rights  announced  Thursday. 

The  government  survey  showed  that  white 
enrollment  in  public  institutions  actually  decreased 
during  the  two  years,  from  3,986,450  to  3,964,292. 
White  enrollment  in  private  schools  rose  modestly 
from  1,405,862  to  1,448,368. 

Minority  students  represented  11.9  per  cent  of  the 
total  higher  education  enrollment  in  1972  and  13.1 
per  cent  in  1974. 

During  the  two-year  period,  black  enrollments  in 
private  schools  increased  by  27.9  per  cent, 
Spanish-surnamed  by  105.4  per  cent, 
Asian-Americans  by  33.7  per  cent  and  American 
Indians  by  6.4  per  cent,  the  agency  said. 

Total  minority  enrollment  in  1974  was  587,835  in 
public  institutions  and  227,301  in  private 
institutions.

Check  notes 
local  boost 
in  debates

The  Ford-Carter  campaign  debates  have  prompted 
an  increased  number  of  similar  confrontations  at  local 
■levels  this  year,  with  gubernatorial  and  congressional 
candidates  squaring  off  for  frequent  broadcast 
sessions. 

Officials  in  a  few  states  report  that  debates  are  a 
traditional  part  of  political  campaigns.  But  an 
Associated  Press  spot  check  shows  that  there  was  an 
upsurge  of  interest  this  year  because  of  the  first 
presidential  debates  in  16  years. 

The  local  debates  —  some  carried  live  and  others 
relayed  by  delayed  telecast  —  prompted  fewer  polls 
and  analyses  than  the  presidential  ones.  There  was  no 
measure  of  their  impact  available,  although  in  a  few 
cases  television  officials  said  viewer  reaction  was 
minimal. 

Stan  Cramer,  public  affairs  director  of  KCMO-TV 
in  Kansas  City,  said:  “The  real  factor  in  the  increased 
number  of  debates  is  the  willingness  of  the  candidates 
to  debate  this  year.  That  is  where  the  road  block  is 
usually  thrown.” 

At  the  same  time,  Cramer  said,  viewers  seem 
apathetic.  “My  feeling  is  that  they  don’t  really  care,” 
he  said.  “I  think  the  people  are  still  making  their 
choices  on  non-issues.  I  don’t  think  the  public 
understands  the  real  issues  in  many  of  the  races.” 

The  format  of  the  debates  has  varied  from  state  to 
state.  Candidates  in  several  states  met  in 
confrontations  generally  paralleling  the  Ford-Carter 
sessions,  with  questions  from  a  panel  of  reporters  and 
a  chance  for  each  candidate  to  reply  to  his 
opponent’s  answers. 

Elsewhere,  the  debates  were  closer  to  joint  news 
conferences  —  with  different  questions  to  each 
candidate. 

The  presidential  debates  did  not  include  the  minor 
party  candidates.  Eugene  J.  McCarthy,  running  as  an 
independent,  lost  a  bid  for  equal  time.  Several  state 
confrontations,  in  contrast,  included  as  many  as  eight 
candidates  for  a  single  office  and  some  politicians  said 
the  size  of  the  field  diluted  the  impact. 

There  have  been  four  broadcast  debates  in 
Washington  state,  where  Dixy  Lee  Ray,  a  Democrat 
and  former  chairman  of  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission,  and  Republican  John  Spellman  are 
seeking  the  governorship.  The  first  three  sessions  were 
patterned  after  the  presidential  debates;  the  fourth 
was  a  head-on  confrontation,  with  the  candidates 
asking  each  other  the  questions. 

Most  observers  agreed  that  the  fourth  session  was 
the  most  interesting.  “With  all  deference  to  the 
members  of  the  press  who  ask  good  questions,  I  think 
my  opponent  asks  better  ones,”  said  Spellman. 

What  about  the  public  reaction?  “We  had  people 
calling  saying  we  were  carrying  too  much  politics  and 
others  saying  they  really  appreciated  the  opportunity 
to  watch  the  candidates  in  action,”  reported  the 
manager  of  one  television  station. 

The  debate  among  the  senatorial  candidates  in 
Massachusetts  will  have  tough  competition.  It’s 
scheduled  for  3  p.m.  on  Sunday,  opposite  the  New 
England  Patriots-Miami  Dolphins  football  game.

A  Bureau  of  Land  Management  official  said 
Thursday  Provo  City  Commission  statements  about 
the  controversial  Utah  Power  and  Light  power  line 
through  West  Provo  are  “not  true.” 

Carl  Thurgood,  leader  of  the  BLM  team  studying 
the  environmental  impact  of  the  345  kilovolt,  1400 
megawatt  powerline,  said  the  Provo  City  Commission 
“has  the  final  say  on  the  routing  of  the  line  based  on 
planning  and  zoning  ordinances.” 

Provo  City  Commissioner  J.  Earl  Wignall  denied 
Thurgood’s  statement.  He  said  UP&L  alone  has  the 
right  to  decide  the  route  of  the  power  line. 

Grant  Pendleton,  supervisor  of  public  information 
for  UP&L  said  Provo  City  does  have  some  say  in  the 
matter. 

“We  were  persuaded  by  the  Provo  City 
government’s  resolution  supporting  the  freeway  route 
if  that’s  any  indication,”  he  said. 

Thurgood  called  UP&L  an  “innocent  bystander”  in 
the  powerline  controversy.  He  said  the  Provo  City 
Commission  was  the  first  to  suggest  the  freeway 
route. 

Comnjissioner  Wigriall  said  the  main  reason  the 
freeway  route  has  the  support  of  the  Provo  City 
Commission  is  because  it  follows  an  already 
established  corridor  -  the  1-15  freeway. 

“We  simply  can’t  please  everyone,”  he  said,  “but 
we  think  we  have  chosen  the  route  that  will  be  the 
best  for  Provo  City  as  a  whole.” 

According  to  a  list  of  property  owners  on  the 
freeway  route,  Provo  City  Mayor  Russell  Grange 
owns  a  small  piece  of  land  on  the  route. 

He  was  accused  at  a  recent  Sierra  Club-sponsored 
meeting  between  UP&L  and  West  Provo  citizens  of 
“wanting  to  unload  the  land.” 

Commissioner  Wignall  said  he  is  aware  that  Mayor 
Grange  owns  the  land  but,  he  said,  the  mayor  owned 
the  land  before  any  of  the  controversy  over  the  power 
line  developed. 

Thurgood  speculated  that  the  possible  impact  of 
the  BLM  study  might  be  to  persuade  Provo  City  to 
reconsider  its  support  of  the  resolution. 

“It  may  provide  them  a  graceful  way  to  get  out  of 
it,”  he  said. 

Thurgood  also  pointed  out  that  the  power  line 
would  “be  in  trouble  even  before  it’s  built.  “As  I 
understand  it,”  he  said,  “that  power  line  would 
violate  the  new  zoning  ordinance.” 

Thurgood  said  the  final  BLM  statement  will  not  be 
issued  until  Feb.  24. 

“At  this  point  though,  there  appears  to  be  several 
viable  alternatives  to  the  freeway  route,”  he  said. 

“All  our  environmental  impact  statement  will  do  is 
point  out  the  pros  and  cons  of  each  route  and  possibly 
persuade  the  City  Co  mmissioners  to  change  their 
minds,”  he  continued.

the  presidential  race  usually  tightens  up  if  nobody  gets  a  majority  of  the  electoral  votes, 
remind  us  that  chaos  or  worse  is  lurking  then  the  House  of  Representatives  elects  the 
csomething  called  the  electoral  college.  president  and  it  can  choose  anyone  it  pleases. 

None  of  the  more  frightful  possibilities  latent  in  the 
electoral  college  has  occurred  recently,  but  they  have 
happened. 

Brink  of  disaster 


Each  time  it  has  brought  the  country  to  the  brink 
of  disaster.  And  that  was  back  in  the  days  of  sailing 
ships,  and  not  the  present  nuclear  tension,  instant 
global  communication  and  push-button  reaction. 

It’s  all  because  when  you  vote  in  a  presidential 
election  you  never  vote  for  a  presidential  candidate. 
You  vote  for  people  who  are  running  for  membership 
in  the  electoral  college. 

Their  name  may  be  listed  individually  on  the-ballot 
as  electors  for  the  candidate  of  a  political  party.  Or 
they  may  be  listed  as  electors  for  the  individual 
candidate,  who  is  named  on  the  ballot. 

Some  states  don’t  name  the  electors  on  the  ballot 
at  all,  but  they  are  still  the  ones  you  are  voting  for. 


The  actual  election  of  a  president  is  left  up  to  the 
electors,  those  people  you  really  voted  for  on  the 
presidential  ballot. 

Each  state  gets  a  number  of  electors  equal  to  its 
congressional  delegation,  one  for  each  of  its  two 
senators  and  one  for  each  House  member.  This  ranges 
from  three  for  a  small  state  like  Delaware  to  45  for 
California. 

Every  presidential  candidate  who  has  qualified  for 
the  state’s  ballot  is  represented  by  his  own  slate  of 
electors.  Their  actual  choice  is  generally  left  up  to  the 
party  or  the  candidate. 


On  Nov.  2  the  voters  in  each  state  elect  one  of 
those  slates.  Then,  on  the  first  Mo  nday  after  the 
second  Wednesday  in  December  -  that’s  Dec.  1 3  this 
year  -  the  winning  slate  in  each  meets  at  the  state 
capital  and  casts  its  votes  for  president  and  vice 
president.

t  to  Washington 


The  results  will  be  sent  to  Washington.  On  Jan.  6, 
1977  in  a  joint  session  of  Congress  Vice  President 
Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  will  open  the  certificates  from 
each  state  and  the  votes  will  be  counted  by  tellers. 

If  one  of  the  candidates  gets  a  majority  of  the 
electoral  votes,  Rockefeller  will  declare  him  the 
President-elect,  and  he  will  be  inaugurated  on  Jan.  20. 

But,  if  no  one  gets  the  majority  of  electoral  votes, 
no  matter  how  many  popular  votes  he  got,  the 
election  is  turned  over  to  the  House  of 
Representatives. 

Since  the  House  has  a  big  Democratic  majority,  it 
probably  would  elect  a  Democrat  as  president. 

But  it  could  pick  any  native-born  American  citizen 
who  has  reached  the  age  of  35  and  has  lived  in  this 
country  at  least  14  years.  Rather  than  risk  the  pub  he 
wrath,  it  probably  would  pick  the  Democratic 
nominee. 

Almost  in  1968 

The  House  hasn’t  decided  an  election  in  a  long 
time,  but  it  very  nearly  happened  in  1968  when 
George  C.  Wallace,  running  as  the  American  Party 
nominee,  carried  several  states  and  almost  denied  an 
electoral  college  majority  to  Richard  M.  Nixon,  who 
had  beaten  Democrat  Hubert  H.  Humphrey  and 
Wallace  in  the  popular  vote. 

It  did  happen  in  1800,  and  the  House  made 
Thomas  Jefferson  president  after  36  ballots.  It 
happened  again  in  1824  when  Andrew  Jackson  beat 
John  Quincy  Adams  in  the  popular  vote  but  failed  to 
get  a  majority  of  electoral  votes  in  a  four-man  race. 
The  House  made  loser  Adams  president. 


Pennsylvania's  voting 
crucial  in  final  election 


PHILADELPHIA  (AP)  -  The 
political  line  on  Pennsylvania  is 
crucial,  and  it’s  still  a  toss-up  in  the 
narrowing  election  struggle  between 
President  Ford  and  Democratic 
challenger  Jimmy  Carter. 

So  important  is  the  nation’s  third 
largest  state,  with  its  bloc  of  27 
electoral  votes,  that  Carter  and  Ford 
scheduled  more  time  in  Pennsylvania 
than  anywhere  else  in  the  campaign’s 
closing  days.  Their  vice  presidential 
running  mates  also  ,  foraged  for 
Keystone  State  votes. 

“We’re  neck  and  neck  now>” 
claimed  Martin  Hamburger,  executive 
director  of  Ford’s  drive  in  a  state 
where  Democrats  outnumber 
Republicans  by  650,000  out  of  5.2 
million  registered  voters.  Only  New 
York  and  California  have  more  voters 
and  more  electoral  votes. 

Latest  polls  show  Carter  with  a 
three-point  edge,  and  Ford  still  gaining 
from  the  summer’s  12-point  bulge. 

“It’s  going  to  be  close,” 
acknowledged  Joseph  Timilty,  Carter’s 


state  campaign  manager.  “There’s  no 
question  we  have  move  votes  than 
Ford  in  Pennsylvania.  But  we’re  not 
running  against  him  at  the  moment, 
we’re  running  against  apathy.” 

Only  five  times  out  of  24  elections 
in  this  century  has  a  candidate  won 
the  presidency  without  Pennsylvania’s 
electoral  votes.  Woodrow  Wilson  did  it 
in  1912  and  1916,  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  in  1932,  Harry  Truman  in 
1948  and  Richard  Nixon  in  1968. 

“Pennsylvania  is  of  paramount 
importance,”  Timilty  says.  “We  can 
win  the  White  House  without 
Pennsylvania  but  it  would  make  it 
awfully,  awfully  difficult.” 

Hamburger  takes  a  similar  position: 
“Pennsylvania  is  absolutely  crucial  to 
Ford.  We  need  this  state  and  also  New 
J  ersey,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois  and 
Michigan  to  beat  Carter.” 

A  low  turnout,  coupled  with  leakage 
to  independents  Eugene  McCarthy  and 
Lester  Maddox,  could  wreck  Carter’s 
chances. 


Other  losers  have  become  president  because, 
although  they  got  fewer  votes,  they  carried  states 
which  added  up  to  an  electoral  majority.  Ru  therford 
B.  Hayes  in  1876  and  Benjamin  Harrison  in  1888 
were  second  place  finishers  who  became  president 
in  this  manner. 

This  is  possible  because  the  states  have  chosen  to 
cast  their  votes  in  a  winner-take-all  bloc.  So,  a 
candidate  might  carry  several  states  by  wide  margins 
and  build  up  a  large  popular  vote  majority  with 
strong  showings  in  other  states  and  still  lose  the 
election  because  he  fails  to  carry  some  large  states  by 
the  thinnest  margins. 

A  president  elected  by  a  clique  in  Congress  or  a 
quirk  of  the  electoral  mathematics  would  likely  find 
it  almost  impossible  to  govern  with  any  public 
confidence. 

Ammendments  urged 

Every  four  years  the  question  comes  up,  and  just  as 
regularly  it  is  dropped  once  the  election  is  over. 

Congressional  leaders  such  as  Sen.  Birch  Bayh, 
D-Ind.,  have  been  trying  for  years  to  amend  the 
process,  but  concede  it  may  take  a  national  disaster 
before  anything  is  done. 

This  predicament  was  cast  upon  us  by  the  founding 
fathers  with  the  best  of  intentions.  Their  problem  was 
simple  enough  -  no  one  had  ever  elected  a  national 
chief  executive  of  a  large  country  before. 

A  small  number  of  persons  selected  by  their  fellow 
citizens  from  the  general  mass,  will  be  most  likely  to 
possess  the  information  and  discernment  requisite  to 
select  a  president,  Alexander  Hamilton  believed. 

The  idea  was  to  have  the  people  select  the  wisest 
and  most  respectable  leaders  from  their  midst,  and 
this  more  responsible  elite  would  meet  in  some  grand 
convention  to  select  the  president. 

But  it  never  worked  out  the  way  the  founding 
fathers  planned.  First  of  all,  the  slate  system  means 
voters  are  not  even  allowed  to  do  what  the  founders 
intended,  that  is  vote  for  the  best  man  in  the 
community  on  the  basis  of  their  own  merit.

And  now  folks,  the  elimination  bowl,  featuring  your 
two  favorites,  the  BYU  Cougars  and  the  Arizona 
State  Sun  Devils. 

With  identical  2-1  conference  records,  either  team 
could  have  a  shot  at  the  WAC  championship  if 
Wyoming  conveniently  faltered. 

“It  will  take  talent  and  luck,”  BYU  Coach  LaVell 
Edwards  said  this  week.  “Talent  to  win  the  rest  of 
our  games,  and ,  luck  for  somebody  else  to  beat 
Wyoming.” 

Not  even  ASU  Coach  Frank  Kush  will  deny  that 
BYU  the  Cougars  have  the  talent  to  do  the  job. 
“Without  any  question,  Nielsen  is  one  of  the  finest 
throwers  in  the  nation,”  he  said. 

WAC  Offensive  Player  of  the  Week  Gifford  Nielsen 
is  second  nationally  in  both  passing  and  total  offense 
and  has  been  busy  setting  and  then  breaking  his  own 
NCAA  season  records 

Nielsen  set  a  NCAA  single  game  high  for  the  season 
so  far  in  passing  yards  two  weeks  ago  against 
Southern  Mississippi  with  455  yards.  He  broke  that 
last  Saturday  against  Utah  State  by  firing  off  468 
yards. 

But  wait,  there’s  more.  “Their  running  game  is 
good  with  Blanc  and  Christensen,  and  they  have  great 
receivers,  and  their  defense  is  extra  difficult  to  run 
and  throw  against,”  continues  Kush,  meaning  he’s 
probably  seen  the  latest  statistics. 

In  national  stats,  Cougar  receivers  John 
VanDerWouden  and  Todd  Christensen  are  10th  and 
14th  among  the  nation’s  top  pass  catchers,  while 
BYU  leads  the  conference  in  team  offense,  pass 
offense,  and  scoring  offense  and  is  second  in  team 
defense  and  scoring  defense. 

And  Nielsen  is  not  setting  records  out  there  alone. 
Jeff  Blanc  broke  Pete  Van  Valkenburg’s  career 
rushing  yardage  record  against  Southern  Mississippi

and  then  erased  two  other  FleH  Pete  records  —  most 
points  scored  and  most  touchdowns  —  in  the  USU 
game. 

Arizona  State,  with  virtually  the  same  team  that 
went  12-0  last  season  and  was  ranked  second 
nationally  after  the  Fiesta  Bowl  win  over  Nebraska,  is 
2-4  overall. 

The  Sun  Devils  however,  have  gained  momentum  in 
the  last  two  weeks  with  victories  over  UTEP  and  New 
Mexico,  after  challenging,  and  being  beaten  by,  teams 
like  UCLA,  California,  and  Cincinnati  early  in  the 
season. 

ASU  quarterback  Dennis  Sproul  is  second  in  the 
WAC  only  to  BYU’s  Nielsen  in  completion  averages, 
with  a  total  1070  yards  passing  this  season. 

The  Sun  Devils  have  lost  their  top  running  back  in 
Arthur  Lane  and  fast  Freddie  Williams,  Williams  to 
injuries  and  Lane  to  knee  surgery  that  ended  his 
season  and  his  No.  1  spot  in  WAC  rushing  offense. 

Fullback  Mark  Lovett  and  halfback  Stan  Robinson 
have  been  handling  rushing  while  A1  and  John  (no 
relation)  Harris  lead  the  way  on  defense.  The  Harrises 
spend  their  afternoons  intercepting  passes,  making 
tackles  behind  the  line  of  scrimmage  and  returning 
punts  73  yards  for  touchdowns. 

ASU’s  Kush  has  a  thing  or  two  to  say  about  his 
team,  which  started  the  season  favored  to  win  its 
nationally  televised  opener  against  UCLA,  and  instead 
has  been  fighting  its  way  back  ever  since. 

“At  the  end  of  the  season  last  year,  we  received  so 
much  recognition.  We  were  all,  well,  not  mentally 
complacent,  but  involved  in  so  many  distractions,” 
says  Kush. 

“Our  fans  were  a  little  apathetic  also,  our  camp  was 
kind  of  a  comedy  of  errors.  From  that  game  (UCLA) 
on,  we  had  trouble.  We  had  quite  a  few  kids  injured.” 

You  could  call  our  problems,  Kush  said,  “attitude, 
momentum,  and  then  lack  of  quality  players  due  to 
injuries.” 


Y,  ASU  face  return  match 


“In  my  15  years  of  coaching,  it  was  the  most 
exciting  match  I’ve  witnessed.” 

TJiat’s  the  way  BYU  tennis  Coach  Wayne  Pearce 
describes  last  year’s  mixed  team  tennis  tournament 
staged  indoors  at  Tempe.  The  Cougars  came  from 
behind  to  edge  the  Sun  Devils,  22-21,  playing  with  a 
new  format. 

A  return  match  between  the  two  teams  is  scheduled 
for  tonight  in  the  Marriott  Center.  A  crowd  of  4,000 
is  expected  to  witness  the  first  tennis  competiton  ever 
held  in  the  spacious  building.  The  first  match  is 
scheduled  for  7  p.m. 

Tickets  can  be  purchased  from  members  of  Cougar 
Club  and  at  the  Marriott  Center  ticket  office.  They 
are  $1  for  students  and  $2  for  the  public. 

“The  crowd  at  Tempe  was  boisterous  and 
partisan,”  Pearce  remembers,  “especially  when  ASU 
Swept  the  fifst  three  matches,  giving  tljerp ,a . 
lead,  which  means  almost  certain  victory. 

“Then  they  quieted  down,  waiting  for  the  kill  in  the 
last  two  matches.  But  we  kept  them  quiet  as  our  kids 
came  back  to  win  the  match  with  scores  of  6-1  in  the 
men’s  singles  and  6-4  in  the  mixed  doubles.” 

Exciting  as  the  finish  was  Pearce  was  less  than 
enthusiastic  when  ASU  Coach  Marty  Pincus  first 
proposed  the  encounter.  Pearce  had  reservations 
about  playing  indoors  on  the  unfamiliar  carpet-like 
material. 

But  after  consulting  BYU’s  women’s  Coach  Ann 
Valentine,  and  talking  to  the  players,  all  of  whom 
were  eager  to  participate,  he  consented.  Four  men  and 
four  women  players  were  selected  to  make  the  trip  to 
Tempe.  Following  the  WTT  format,  the  players  are 
limited  to  two  events. 

Some  of  the  participants  of  last  year  will  be  in  this 
year’s  lineup,  but  the  coaches  haven’t  yet  determined 
personnel  or  pairings. 

However,  Pearce  predicts  Bruce  Kleege  will  play 
men’s  singles,  Susie  Brown  will  be  the  representative 
in  the  women’s  singles,  and  Mike  Nissley  and  Brown 
will  team  in  the  mixed  doubles. 

“We’ll  be  making  our  final  decisions  later  this 
week,”  he  said. 

Unfortunately,  stars  Kleege  and  Nissley  are  both 
recovering  from  injuries,  and  are  behind  schedule  in 
reaching  top  form.  Kleege  stretched  a  tendon  in  his 
back,  and  Nissley  has  tendonitis. 

Pearce  was  asked  what  could  be  done  to  the 
Marriott  Center  to  make  it  into  a  tennis  court.  He 
reported  a  portable  floor  and  special  covering  is  being 
borrowed  from  the  Special  Events  Center  at  the 
University  of  Utah. 


Susie's  glad  she  came  to  Y

Tennis  player  Susie  Brown  doesn’t  really  quite 
know  what  brought  her  to  BYU,  but  she’s  glad  she 
came  and  even  gladder  she  stayed. 

“My  father  and  I  came  up  here  to  look  at  the 
school  and  because  Miss  (Ann)  Valentine  wanted  to 
.see  me  play,”  she  said.  “We  were  really  impressed 
with  the  facilities  here  and  the  interest  Miss  Valentine 
showed.” 

As  a  result,  Susis  came  to  BYU  and  is  now  playing 
in  the  No.  1  position  on  the  women’s  tennis  team. 

Susie  started  playing  tennis  early.  She  began 
playing  with  her  half-brother  who  was  on  the  tennis 
team  at  his  high  school.  “Bob  was  really  great,”  she 
said.  “He  used  to  play  with  me.  I  thought  it  was  great 
that  he  would  play  with  his  ‘kid  sister’.” 

She  began  taking  tennis  lessons  when  she  was  six 
years  old.  “My  dad  really  pushed  me  when  he  saw  I 
had  some  athletic  ability,”  she  said.  “He  and  mom 
had  never  been  athletes  themselves  and  he  really  was 
the  only  one  who  pushed  me.” 

Playing  in  tournaments  since  she  was  eight,  Susie 
was  ranked  in  every  division  beginning  with'  the 
10-and-under  group  and  extending  to  the  women’s 
division.  She  was  ranked  in  the  national  top  10  in  the 
junior  division. 

She  is  also  an  excellent  doubles  player.  She  was  a 
finalist  in  the  national  hardcourt  doubles  in  both  the 
16s  and  18s  divisions.  In  the  18s  division  she  played 
with  Lisa  Beritzhoff,  who  also  plays  for  BYU. 

Miss  Valentine,  BYU  women’s  tennis  coach,  had 
high  praise  for  the  netter.  “Susie  is  much  improved 
over  last  year.  She  is  overcoming  her  ankle  injury  and 
has  lost  1 5  pounds.  She  is  hitting  more  consistently 
and  is  faster  and  more  aggressive.  She  may  even  be 
more  dedicated  because  the  rest  of  the  girls  are 
pushing  her  to  hold  her  No.  1  position,”  Miss 
Valentine  said. 

Tennis  has  also  been  the  cause  of  Susie  Brown’s 
conversion  to  the  Church.  “Before  I  came  here  I 
hadn’t  been  to  church  since  the  first  grade.  I  had  a 
hard  time  because  I  wasn’t  very  religious.  I  got 
homesick  and  when  I  went  home  at  the  end  of  the 


semester  I  wasn’t  going  to  come  back,”  she  said. 

“But,  my  parents  convinced  me  to  come  back.  I 
didn’t  want  to,  in  fact,  even  on  the  way  back  I  didn’t 
want  to  come  back,  but  I  did,”  she  said. 

“When  I  got  back  I  really  needed  to  have  people  to 
talk  to,”  she  said.  “I  had  a  very  good  friend  here  who 
would  answer  my  questions  or  just  talk.  Also  the  girls 
in  the  dorm  helped.  Everyone  here  seemed  to  know 
just  what  they  were  talking  about  and  what  they 
wanted.” 

Miss  Brown  finally  decided  to  be  baptized.  She  was 
baptized  on  Feb.  21,  1976  by  this  same  friend  who 
had  answered  her  questions.  “It  was  really  funny 
because  the  last  thing  my  dad  said  to  me  before  I  left 
was  ‘Don’t  say  you’ll  never  be  a  Mormon  —  you  just 
might.’  I  told  him  ‘no  way’,”  she  said. 

“I  was  scared  to  tell  my  dad  I  was  going  to  be 
baptized.  I  went  home  with  some  friends  and  we  told 
my  mom  but  I  was  scared  to  tell  Dad.  Finally  at  dinner 
Mom  told  me  ‘I’ve  already  told  him  for  you.’  Dad 
said  ‘I’ve  had  a  feeling  you’d  join  the  church  when 
you  went  to  BYU  ,’  ”  she  said. 

Miss  Brown  says  joining  the  Church  has  affected 
her  goals  in  tennis.  “Tennis  Was  it  at  first,”  she  said. 
“I  planned  to  turn  pro  and  play  until  I  was  about  30 
and  then  if  I  wanted  to  get  married  I  would  look 
around  then.  Marriage  and  family  weren’t  important. 
But  now  it  is  much  more  important  to  me  to  have  a 
family,  and  not  stay  in  my  own  world.  I  am  going  to 
play  tennis  as  long  as  I  enjoy  it.” 

Miss  Brown  says  she  is  excited  about  playing  in  the 
mixed  team  match  with  ASU  this  weekend.  “I’ll  be 
playing  before  people  I  know,”  she  said.  “If  I  blow  it 
I’ll  have  to  face  them  Monday  morning.”  She  says  she 
thinks  BYU  will  be  able  to  beat  the  Sun  Devils  even 
with  the  loss  of  No.  1  men’s  singles  player  Mike 
Nissley  to  a  shoulder  injury.  “I  think  we  can  still  win. 
This  year  our  women’s  team  is  stronger  than  ASU’s,” 
she  said.  “Bruce  Kleege  saved  the  match  last  year  at 
ASU  but  this  year  our  women  are  stronger  and  should 
be  able  to  hold  their  own.” 

“I  hope  people  will  come  to  the  match  and  cheer 
loudly  and  yell,”  she  said.  “But  I  hope  they  will  be 
good  sports  about  it.  I  hope  they  won’t  yell  when 
someone  is  serving  and  things  like  that.”

Top  ten 

The  Knoxville  Journal  compiles 
annually  a  composite  ranking  of  the 
nation’s  top1  10  schools  in  NCAA 
sports.  For  the  1975-76  NCAA  athletic 
year,  the  WAC  made  a  good  showing 
for  itself.  Arizona  State  and  BYU  (yes 
BYU,  and  not  Arizona)  ranked  third 
and  fourth  respectively. 

UCLA  was  ranked  first  while  USC 
was  second,  according  to  the  rankings 
given  for  the  NCAA’s  leading  sports. 
The  sports  are  cross-country,  football 
soccer,  basketball,  wrestling,  track  and 
field,  tennis,  golf  and  baseball. 

Texas-El  Paso  was  14th,  to  give  the 
WAC  three  schools  in  the  NCAA 
all-sports  rankings.  The  WAC  had  two 
of  the  10  national  championships 
(Arizona  in  baseball  and  UTEP  in  cross 
country),  which  was  one  less  than  the 
Pac-8  which  had  the  most  with  three. 
And  BYU  was  second  in  golf,  while 
ASU  was  second  in  football  and  third 
in  baseball. 

The  WAC  is  proving  to  be  one  of  the 
best  conferences  in  the  country.  If  the 
Arizona  schools  leave,  much  of  what 
has  been  built  will  be  dissolved., 

Fiesta  Bowl 

And  what  about  the  Fiesta  Bowl?  It 
is  rapidly  gaining  in  popularity  and 
prestige.  The  bowl’s  officials  have  said 


the  bowl  could  continue  without  the 
“cactus  schools,”  but  most  WAC 
people  think  this  is  highly  unlikely. 

Stan  Bates,  the  WAC  commissioner, 
spelled  out  the  WAC’s  predicament  last 
Wednesday. 

“We  can’t  afford  to  lose  Arizona 
State  and  Arizona,  any  more  than 
other  conferences  could  afford  to  lose 
USC  and  UCLA,  Oklahoma  and 
Nebraska,  or  Michigan  and  Ohio 
State,”  the  commissioner  said. 

Tuckett  said,  “I  cannot  see  a  whole 
lot  of  good  coming  to  the  conference  if 
they  leave.” 

The  Arizona  press  is  split  on  the 
schools’  leaving  the  conference. 

An  article  by  Joe  Gilmartin  of  the 
Phoenix  Gazette  said,  “You  don’t  look 
down,  you  look  up.  And  there  you  find 
the  challenge  of  catching  USC,  UCLA, 
Cal  and  Stanford.  “Being  in  the  WAC 
certainly  hasn’t  hampered  ASU’s 
growth,  but  staying  in  it  would.” 

Verne  Boatner,  sports  editor  of  the 
Arizona  Republic,  sees  things  in  a 
different  light. 

Best  interests 

“Athletes  are  taught  that  when  you 
join  a  team,  you  put  yourself  last  and 
the  team’s  best  interests  first.  Well,  I 
don’t  think  the  WAC’s  fared  half-way 
badly  for  only  15  years’  existence. 
With  the  Arizona  schools,  it  has  a 
dynamic  future,”  Boatner  said. 

He  ripped  them  for  “petty  self 
interest,”  and  said  the  Pac-8  and  Rose 
Bowl  would  be  great,  for  the  Arizona 
schools  “if  you  don’t  care  about  such 
piddling  things  as  moral  obligations  and 
ethical  principles.”

He  was  voted  National  League  manager 
of  the  year  in  the  annual  Associated 
Press  poll  of  the  media. 

But  the  52-year-old  Ozark  refused  to 
gloat  over  those  who  predicted  the 
Phillies  would  never  win  anything 
under  his  managership.

“I  don’t  think  this  will  change  me  as 
a  person,”  said  Ozark  by  telephone 
from  Hilton  Head,  S.C.,  where  he  is  on 
a  golf  holiday.  “I  am  glad  you  people 
thought  enough  of  me  to  vote  for  me. 
Maybe  hard  work  paid  off.” 

Ozark  said  he  was  surprised  that  he 
received  197  votes  to  just  79  for 
Sparky  Anderson,  manager  of  the 
world  champion  Cincinnati  Reds,  and 


55  Houston’s  Bill  Virdon. 

“Sparky  did  another  super  job,” 
Ozark  said.  “He  brought  ’em  (Reds)  in. 
He’s  world  champion.” 

Ozark  said  that  despite  his  team’s 
three-game  wipeout  in  the  National 
League  Playoffs  by  the  Reds,  the 
Phillies  still  were  a  very  good  team. 
“We  all  learned  something  from  that 
playoff,  and  we’ll  be  back.” 

Ozark,  whose  team  won  101  games 
and  took  the  National  League  Eastern 
Division  by  nine  games,  passed  his 
honor  along  to  his  team.  He  said  the 
Phillies  were  good  enough  to  win  the 
division  regardless  of  who  was  the 


manager. 

“They  (the  players)  put  me  there 
because  they  played  so  well,”  Ozark 
said. 

Ozark  has  been  under  intense 


criticism  ever  since  he  signed  as 

manager  in  December  1972,  after  33 

years  in  the  Los  Angeles  Dodgers’ 
organization  as  a  minor  league  manager 
and  later  Dodgers’  coach.  Most  of  the 
media  expected  Dave  Bristol  to  get  the 
job.  ^  , 

But  despite  the  criticism,  Ozark 
improved  the  Phillies  each  year  of  his 
regime.  He  led  the  team  from  59 

victories  to  71  his  first  season,  moved 
from  last  into  third  place  with  80  wins 
the  following  year,  to  second  with  86 
in  1975,  and  first  with  101  in  1976. 

Ozark  impressed  many  people  with 
his  low  key  handling  of  the  Phillies  in 
the  final  six  weeks  of  last  season,  when 
the  club  went  into  a  tailspin  and  blew 
all  but  three  of  a  15%  game  lead.  He 
never  panicked.  The  club  bounced  back 
and  went  on  to  win  the  division. 


A.L  manager  of  year  named 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Billy  Martin, 
who  restored  pride  in  the  New  York 
Yankees’  pinstripes  and  guided  the 
team  into  the  World  Series  in  his  first 
full  season  at  the  helm,  Thursday  was 
named  The  Associated  Press’  American 
League  Manager  of  the  Year. 

Martin  received  164%  votes  and 
edged  Kansas  City’s  Whitey  Herzog  by 
9'A  votes  in  the  nationwide  balloting  by 
sportswriters  and  broadcasters.  Gene 
Mauch  of  Minnesota  was  third  with  20 
and  Chuck  Tanner  of  Oakland  was 
fourth  with  15%. 

“I  appreciate  this  very  much.  It’s  a 
wonderful  honor,”  said  Martin,  who 
also  won  this  award  in  1974  as  manager 
of  the  Texas  Rangers.  “I  only  wish  that 
I  could  receive  it  as  a  manger  of  the 
world  champions.” 


Martin  was  just  four  victories  away 
from  fulfilling  that  wish.  His  Yankees 
ran  away  with  the  American  League 
East  title  with  a  97-62  record,  finishing 
10%  games  ahead  of  Baltimore.  Then 
they  beat  Kansas  City  in  five  games  for 
their  first  AL  pennant  since  1964. 

I’m  embarassed  we  didn’t  do  better 
in  the  World  Series,”  said  Martin, 
whose  club  was  swept  in  four  straight 
games  by  Cincinnati.  “But  I  still  think 
we  had  a  heckuva  successful  season. 

“We  won  the  pennant  for  the  first 
time  in  1 2  years  and  we  brought  pride 
and  tradition  back  to  the  Yankees.  This 
year  we  got  to  the  World  Series;  next 
year  we’ll  win  it.” 

Off-season  trades  for  centerfielder 
Mickey  Rivers  and  second  baseman 
Willie  Randolph  gave  the  Yankees’ 


running  game  more,  authenticity,  and 
Martin  skillfully  guided  the  club  into 
its  30th  World  Series. 

The  48-year-old  Martin  was  a  model 
of  behavior  all  year,  getting  along  with 
his  players  and  Yankees  management, 
including  owner  George  Steinbrenner. 

“George  and  I  got  along  beautifully,” 
said  Martin,  “and  the  players  and  I  had 
a  real  rapport.  That’s  the  secret  of  my

Pilots  still  striking; 
no  talks  scheduled 

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  -  Continental 
Airlines,  suffering  through  its  first 
strike  in  more  than  four  decades  of 
operation,  says  it  has  no  idea  when 
negotiations  will  resume  with  striking 
pilots. 

The  airline  has  canceled  all  flights 
through  midnight  Sunday;  an  airline 
spokesman  said. 

Wednesday  was  the  fourth  day  of  the 
walkout,  and  no  new  talks  have  been 
scheduled. 

The  Federal  Mediation  Service  in 
Washington  said  the  two  sides  have  not 
met  together  with  mediators  since 
Saturday  night  when  the  strike  began. 

Continental  says  all  of  its  1,086 
pilots  have  joined  the  strike. 

Continental  carries  2 1 ,000  passengers 
daily  to  31  cities,  mostly  in  the  West 
and  Southwest.  Ticketholders  are  being 
rerouted  on  other  carriers. 

Union  and  management  are  disputing 
the  date  for  an  implementation  of 
raises  and  the  number  of  hours  pilots 
fly  each  month. 

Continental  said  it  has  offered  pilots 
wage  increases  averaging  more  than  35 
per  cent  over  three  years.  Under  that 
proposal,  captains  with  12  years’ 
service  flying  DC- 10s  wpuld  receive 
$79,200  a  year  beginning  July  1, 1978, 
and  those  flying  727s  would  be  paid 
$66,600. 


Blunders  head  non-issue  list

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  They  might  have  been 
stingy  with  issues,  but  Gerald  Ford  and  Jimmy  Carter 
did  exchange  gifts  of  expression. 

Ford  gave  Carter  a  bonehead  remark  on  Eastern 
Europe.  Carter  gave  the  Republicans,  via  Playboy 
magazine,  his  heart  on  his  sleeve. 

And  each  has  been  generous  to  the  other  with 
foibles  and  fumbles. 

Not  that  the  detours  and  distortions  of  the  White 
House  whirl  haven’t  had  some  entertainment  value. 
As  President  Gerald  R.  Ford  said  in  Iowa,  “It’s  great 
to  be  in  Ohio.” 

But  the  cynics,  and  an  apparently  apathetic 
electorate,  are  left  to  regret  that  the  campaign  hasn’t 
been  entirely  where  it  belongs,  on  the  issues. 

Certainly  Ford  and  Jimmy  Carter  are  agreed  that 
their  own  slips  of  the  tongue  have  been  regrettable 
factors  in  the  level  of  their  quest.  Which  is  not  to  say, 
incidentally,  that  either  has  refrained  from  taking 
advantage  of  it. 

Th  e  effect  has  been  to  make  both  contestants  wary 
of  error  in  word  or  in  image  in  these,  last,  crucial  days 
—  perhaps  to  render  the  remainder  of  the  campaign  as 
forgettable  as  their  three  televised  debates. 

Said  Fo  rd  before  that  final,  face-to-face  session  last 
weekend:  “Gov.  Carter  is  going  to  answer  Jiis 
questions,  and  I’m  going  to  question  my  answers.” 

Ford  has  admitted,  for  example,  that  he  wasn’t 
wearing  his  helmet  when  he  declared  flatly  in  the 
second  debate  that  there  is  no  Soviet  domination  of 
Eastern  Europe. 

But  that  didn’t  keep  Carter  from  seizing  upon  the 
statement  as  evidence  that  the  President  was 
brainwashed.  And  to  this  day,  the  Carter  camp  won’t 
let  Ford  forget  the  remark. 

Nor  has  Ford  been  deterred  from  repeatedly 
claiming  that  Carter  wants  to  raise  taxes  for  all 
Americans  earning  over  $14,000  per  year,  despite  the 
Democrat’s  denial  that  he  ever  meant  to  advocate 
that. 

And  the  President  has  continuously  charged  that 
Carter  wants  to  slash  defense  spending  by  $  1 5  billion, 
though  the  former  Georgia  governor  long  ago  insisted 
if  he  said  that  it  was  a  mistake. 

Then,  of  course,  there  has  been  l’affaire  Playboy, 
with  all  its  ramifications  —  whatever  they  are  —  for 
the  national  survival.  Can  a  president  have  sexual 
thoughts  unrelated  to  his  wife?  And,  if  so,  should  he 
admit  it?  And  how  does  this  trait,  reportedly  shared 


elsewhere  in  the  realm  of  humanity,  affect,  say,  the 
wheat  sales  to  Russia? 

Nobody  seems  to  know  exactly  what  the  right 
questions  are,  but  Ford’s  camp  is  busily  trying  to  raise 
them  anyway  about  Carter.  The  Ford  campaign 
placed  ads  in  350  newspapers  showing  the  cover  of 
the  Playboy  issue  containing  Carter’s  interview  beside 
a  Newsweek  cover  with  Ford’s  picture.  The  message, 
presumably,  is  there  somewhere. 

Carter,  after  a  month,  has  finally  expressed  regret 
over  having  granted  the  Playboy  interview,  now  siding 
with  Ford’s  assertion  that  a  magazine  of  that  format 
is  not  a  proper  forum  for  a  national  leader. 

But  the  Democratic  candidate  stands  by  his  printed 
assertion  that  he  has  committed  adultery  in  his  heart 
many  times  —  something  which  Ford,  who  prides 
himself  on  candor,  has  said  he  is  much  too  busy  to  do 
himself. 

i  Both  vowed  in  their  last  debate  to  take  the  high 
road  for  the  remainder  of  the  campaign  and 
concentrate  on  the  issues,  Carter  having  apologized 
for  his  “mistakes  of  the  past”  and  Ford  for  his  use  of 
“graphic  language.” 

But  given  their  course  to  date,  even  the  issues 
themselves  have  become,  to  a  degree,  the  non-issues 
of  1976. 

It’s  not,  as  some  people  charge,  that  either  man  has 


ignored  the  problems  of  America.  Both  speak 
regularly  of  taxes,  jobs,  inflation,  and  all  the  rest.  But 
they  are  so  intent  on  attacking  their  created  -  and 
sometimes  distorted  -  perceptions  of  the  other  that 
their  real  differences,  the  shadings  of  their  separate 
approaches  to  attaining  common  goals,  have  often 
been  shunted  off  the  main  campaign  track. 

Jimmy  Carter  is  not  a  sex  fiend,  and  he  doesn’t 
want  to  raise  taxes  on  half  the  population,  and  he 
doesn’t  waffle  and  wiggle  on  everything.  And  the 
Republicans  know  it. 
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Westerheide  remained  a  ward  of  the 
state,  because  no  relatives  could  be 
found  to  care  for  him.  State  records 
listed  the  whereabouts  of  his  wife  and 
daughter  as  unknown.  Mrs.  Westerheide 
has  died. 

Mrs.  McMahan  contacted  White,  who 
ran  pictures  of  Westerheide  in  the 
Gazette.  The  two  followed  leads  from 
Seattle  to  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  making 
random_  telephone  calls  and  enlisting 
the  Help  of  others. 

‘‘It  wasn’t  until  Mrs.  McMahan 
learned  they  were  looking  for  a  C-0  and 
not  a  C-A  spelling  of  her  married 
name— Collingham— that  we  got  lucky,” 
White  said.  “She  dialed  the  only  C-0 
Collingham  in  the  Seattle  phone  book 
and  it  turned  out  to  be  Tarene’s 
father-in-law.” 

Armed  with  Mrs.  Collingham’s 
address,  the  two  searchers  drove  to 
Kennewick. 

“They  showed  me  the  pictures  of 
this  pathetic  old  man  and  I  started  to 
cry,”  said  Mrs.  Collingham.  “All  these 
years  I  had  thought  my  father  was  dead 
and  before  that  I  had  wondered  why  he 
never  tried  to  find  me. 

“I  hadn’t  known  about  the  court 
order  or  his  being  institutionalized,” 
she  said. 

Mrs.  Collingham  was  reunited  with 
her  father  last  September.

TALLAHASSEE,  Fla. 
(AP)  —  One  loving  look 
at  Frank  Laumer’s  spark¬ 
ling  replica  of  a  1930 
Model  A  Roadster  is  all  it 
takes  to  kindle  the  glow 
of  youth  in  an  old  man’s 
heart. 

“That’s  purty,”  said 
retiree  Andres  B.  Spears 
of  rural  Ivan.  “It  looks 
just  like  the  one  I  had.” 

“It’s  a  beauty,”  said 
Ralph  Turner,  78,  of 
Tallahassee,  “with  your 
mother-in-law  seat  in  the 
back.” 

Laumer’s  roadster  is  a 
star  attraction  of  the 
North  Florida  Fair, 
where  old  timers  are 
recalling  wind  whipping 
through  their  hair  and 
their  father-or  mother- 
in-law  bouncing  in  the 
rumble  seat  as  they 
roared  through  the 
countryside,  scattering 
chickens. 

The  standard  comment 
is,  “I  used  to  own  one 
just  like  it,”  Laumer  said 
Wednesday.  “I  must  have 
heard  that  a  thousand 
times  last  night.” 

Laumer,  who  lives  near 
Dade  City,  Fla.,  is  selling 
his  replica  Model  A  for 
$9,500.  “That’s  $9,000 
more  than  they  cost 
new,”  he  said. 

But  Laumer  figures  his  . 
replica  of  one  of  the 
world’s  most  beloved 
automobiles  is  well 
worth  it  because  “in  five 
y  ears,  it  ought  to  be 
worth  $15,000.

Growing  county  needs 
change  in  government 


Utah  County  voters  are  faced  with  an 
interesting  experience  this  year  -  a 
chance  to  modify  their  form  of 
government. 

A  study  commission  founded  under 
the*  auspices  of  the  Utah  State 
Legislature  has  come  up  with  a 
proposed  new  form  of  government  for 
Utah  County,  a  government  which 
includes  the  principles  of  separation  of 
powers  afforded  by  the  founding 
fathers  of  this  land. 

The  form  of  government  which  is 
being  considered  is  the  county 
council-manager  form  of  leadership.  It 
would  replace  the  present  county 
commission,  which  has  served  Utah 
County  well)  in  the  past,  but  which  is 
not  well  suited  for  the  demands  of  a 
rapidly  growing  area. 

Utah  County  voters  will  have  the 
chance  to  vote  pro  or  con  for  the 
measure  at  Tuesday’s  election.  If  the 
proposal  is  given  the  go-ahead,  a 


county  council  and  manager  will  be 
elected  at  a  later  date,  a  set  of  rules  will 
be  developed  by  the  council,  and  Utah 
County  will  be  able  to  take  a  new  step 
forward  in  political  freedom. 

The  porposal,  which  is  common  in 
many  parts  of  the  country,  would  be 
similar  to  the  federal  government  in 
that  legislative  and  executive  branches 
would  both  exist. 

In  the  present  system,  three 
commissioners  form  both  the  legislative 
and  executive  branches.  In  the  past, 
occasionally  one  commissioner  has 
been  more  vocal  than  the  other  two, 
sometimes  determining  the  vote  with 
his  actions. 

The  county  council  would  afford  the 
chance  for  varying  opinions  to  be 
heard,  with  majority  representative  rule

4  changes  in  wording 
of  Utah  law  face  voters 


Proposition  No.  1  on  the  Nov.  2 
ballot  proposes  four  changes  in  Article 
IV  of  the  Utah  Constitution. 

The  proposition,  entitled  “Elections 
and  Suffrage  Article  Revision,”  reads  as 
follows: 

“Shall  Article  IV  of  the  State 
Constitution  be  amended:  to  decrease 
the  minimum  voting  age  to  1 8  years  in 
all  elections  in  conformity  with  the 
United  States  Constitution;  to  reduce 
residency  requirements  for  voting  to  30 
days  next  preceding  any  election  or 
such  other  period  as  provided  by  law; 
to  remove  property  qualifications  for 
voting  found  in  this  Article;  and  to 
replace  the  term  ‘electors’  . by  the  term 
‘voters’.” 

The  first  change  would  lower  the 
minimum  age  to  vote  to  18.  The  26th 
Amendment  to  the  U.S.  Constitution, 
adopted  in  1971,  lowered  to  18  the 


minimum  age  to  vote  in  national 
elections.  The  change  in  the  Utah 
Constitution  would  simply  bring  it  into 
line  with  the  national  constitution. 

The  second  change  would  reduce  the 
residency  requirement  to  30  days. 
Presently,  a  person  must  be  a  resident 
of  a  Utah  county  for  60  days  before  he 
can  vote. 

The  third  change  would  remove  all 
property  qualifications  for  voting. 
Currently,  there  are  property 
qualifications  for  certain  local  bond 
elections,  but  none  for  general 
elections. 

The  fourth  change  would  simply  be  a 
change  of  words  from  “electors”  to 
“voters.” 

Proposition  1  is  clearly  written  and 
uncontroversial  and  therefore  should 
have  little  trouble  passing.

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Wording  could  confus 
voting  on  fluoride  issi 


The  proposal  to  fluoridate  Utah 
drinking  water  has  caused  an  uproar 
among  Utah  citizens,  but  the  uproar 
could  get  bigger  if  voters  don’t  pay 
close  attention  to  the  wording  of  the 
proposal  on  the  Nov.  2  ballot. 

The  wording  is  confusing  and  many 
voters  could  find  themselves  voting  just 
the  opposite  from  what  they  intend  to 
on  Initiative  Proposal  A,  entitled  the 
“Freedom  from  Compulsory 
Fluoridation  and  Medication  Act.” 

The  way  the  proposal  is  written,  if  a 
voter  favors  fluoridation  and  marks  his 
ballot  “for”  he  will  actually  be  voting 
against  fluoridation.  If  a  voter  opposes 
fluoridation  and  marks  his  ballot 
“against,”  he  will  be  casting  a  vote  in 
favor  of  fluoridation. 

The  confusion  stems  from  the 
wording  of  the  proposal  itself.  It  is 
written  negatively  so  that  a  vote  for 
fluoridation  is  a  vote  against  Initiative 
Proposal  A. 

The  proposal  reads  as  follows: 

“Should  a  law  be  adopted,  the 
purpose  of  which  shall  be : 

1.  To  prohibit  the  State  Board  of 
Health  from  adding  fluorides  and  other 
medications  to  any  public  water 
supply,  and  2.  To  prohibit  fluoridation 
or  other  medication  of  any  public 
water  supply  except  when  authorized 
to  do  so  pursuant  to  an  initiative
